My own observations have led me to sav that IT IS AS CHAR-

In the ruins of U.xmal and f'hichen 
Itza, Y’'ticatan, there arc the remains 
of walls that are supposed to have in- 
closed immense gymnasiums or apart- 
ments where many kinds of games 
were played. Inserted in the longer 
walls, midway between the ends and 
20 feet from the ground, were sculp- 
tured stone rings that for a long time 
baffled archaeologists as to even a con- 
jectural use. The hole in the ring at 
Chichen is one foot seven inches in 
diameter, the two great openings ex- 
actly face each other, and the walls 
in which they are inserted are JO feet 
thick, 274 feet long and 120 feet apart. 
Some of the explorers have claimed 
that this great building was an unfin- 
ished temple, since it undoubtedly 
contained idols set in niches, but it is 
reasonable to assume that all build- 
ings of such size and importance con- 
tained idols, and that they were wor- 
shiped a.nd propitiated with gifts in 
all sports, as well as at times of more 
serious undertakings, says Modern 
Mexico. The scholars who claim that 
this structure was once a great tennis 
court and ball grounds are supported 
by Herrera in his account of the di- 
versions of Montezuma. He says: 
“The king took much delight in see- 
ing sport at ball, w"Bich the Span- 
iards have since prohibited because 
of the mischief that often happened at 
it, and was called by' them ‘tlachtli,’ 
being like our tennis. The ball was 
made of the gum of a tree that grows 
in hot countries, which, having holes 
made in it, distills great white drops 
that soon harden, and, being molded 
and worked together, turn as black 
as pitch. The balls made thereof, 
though ^hard and heavy to the hand, 
did bound and fly as well as our foot- 
balls, there being no need to blow 
them; nor did they use chases, but 
vied to drive the adverse party that 
is to hit the ball; the others were 
to make good or strike it over. They 
struck it with any part of the body, 
as it happened, or they could most 
conreniently, and sometimes he lost 
that touched it with any other part 
but his hip. They might strike it every 
time it rebounded, which it would 
do .several times, one after another, 
insomuch that it looked as if it had 
been alive. 

“They played in parties, so many on 
a side, for a load of mantles, or what 
the gamesters could afford, at so many 
scores. They also play’ed for gold and 
leatherwork, and sometimes they 
played themselves away, as has been 
said before. The place where they 
played was a ground room, long, nar- 
row and light, but wider above than 
below and higher on the sides than 
the ends, and they kept it very well 
plastered and smooth, both the walls 
and the floor. On the side wells they 
fixed certain stones, like those of a 
mill, with a hole quite through the 
middle just as big as the ball, and 
he that could strike it through there 
won the game; and in token of its be- 
ing an extraordinary success, which 
rarely' happened, he had a right to 
the cloaks of all the lookers-on by an- 
cient custom and the law among the 
gamesters, and it was very unpleasant 
to see that as soon as ever the ball 
was in the hole the standers-by took 
to their heels, running away with all 
their might to save their cloaks, 
laughing and rejoicing, others scour- 
ing after them to secure their cloaks 1 
for the winner, who was obliged to I 
offer some sacrifice to tbe idol of the I 
tennis court and the stone through j 
whose hole the ball passed. Every 
tennis court was a temple, having two 
idols, the one of gaming, the other 
of the ball. On a lucky' day at mid- 
night they performed certain cere- 
monies and enchantments on- the two 
lower w’alls and on the midst of the 
floor, singing certain songs or ballads, 
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Fruit and Ornamental Trees, Grape 
Vines.

Edinburgh, Scotland, boasts of the 
only graveyard where canine pets are 
regularly interred and their last rest- 
ing places marked with gravestones. 
The old cemetery lies, says the De- 
troit Free Press, on the northern 
face of the Castle Rock, below’ St. 
Margaret’s chapel, in the famous old 
castle of Edinburgh. It was founded 
a long time ago for the exclusive use 
of dogs who have been pets of the 
various regiments which have been 
quartered at the castle. Almost two 
score dogs have been buried in it, and 
the grave of each one is marked; 
some with stones as large a.s are used 
for human beings, and others merely 
tiny monuments. The cemetery’ is 
inclosed by' a low' wall of stone, and is 
always pointed out to visitors as the 
only' one of its kind in the w’orld. Not 
a little interest attaches to the epi- 
taphs which the stones bear. One is 
inscrilwd with the grimly humorous 
line, “Let Sleeping Dogs Lie,” w’hile 
the merits of another animal are 
borne testimony to by the statement 
that “He Never Bit a Friend.” Al- 
most every British regiment has with 
it, whether in garrison or afield, a 
dog who is the pet and mascot of the 
organization, and to whom the sol- 
diers become sincerely attached. It 
was because they’ did not like to have 
their pets forgotten when they- 
passed away' that they established 
this little cemetery.

At no time or season is life on 
board the torpedo boat, or her bigger 
sister, the destroyer, a particularly 
l*Jippy one; but in winter it becomes 
so hard and painful that Dr. .lohn- 
son, could he be resuscitated, would 
assuredly declare, with renewed em- 
phasis, that no man with contrivance 
enough to get into jail would be 
found in a torpedo craft, saj's the 
London Mail. From the lightness of 
the hull the crew suffer much from 
cold, as there is only a t,hin sheet of 
metal between them and the cold wa- 
ter. But the severe.st trial of all is 
heavy weather, which may be said to 
be normal in British waters in the 
winter. 

It used to be thought that torpedo 
boats and destroyers were only fair 
weather craft, but now all navies 
send these vessels to sea in winter. 
In the British navy three flotillas, 
each of eight destro 3 ’ers, are con- 
stantly cruising all the year round. 

Let us paj' a visit to such a craft. 
On deck is the ofticep of the watch, 
shivering behind the canvas screen 
which gives him some small protec- 
tion from the weather. The boat is 
tearing through the waves at a speed 
of somewhere about 20 knots, and 
the spray and wind cut like whips. 
The motion of the boat is impossible 
to describe. Bitching violently, now 
with her bows buried deep in the hol- 
lows of the heaving sea, now witli her 
stern emergent and her propellers 
racing frantically; at the 4 >ame time 
rolling like a drunken man. So live- 
ly anti distressing is the movement 
that few, indeed, are the salts who 
do not succumb to the horrors of sea. 
sickness. To be seasick on board a 
comfortable liner is one thing; to be 
seasick in a destro 3 ’’er is tjuite an- 
other, and the most refined torture 
that can be imagined. There is no 
space or accommodation for in- 
capacitated men, and the crew is 
calculated on the narrowest limits, 
so that if many are off the effective 
list the vessel will have to return to 
I'.arbor. 

And when, wearj' and wet, the men 
from the deck turn in at the end of 
their watch, let them expect no im- 
moderate degree of comfort. They 
ma^' well be jdeased if it is possible 
to cook a meal, and for daj's to- 
'gether they may have to subsist on 
cold meat. Whun the boat is rolling 
and pitching it takes two to eat any 
sort of meal. One holds a ham, from 
which the other cuts slices and hur- 
riedlj’ devour.*? them. It is an almost 
savage .state of exi.stence though not 
perhaps worse than that of our sol- 
diers on the veldt. 

The men on board wear “laminj-” 
suits, as thp,v are called in the navy, 
of thick woolen material, at night, 
and they find it very hard to keep 
dry. The little craft lies low in the 
water, and she is t*ver 3 ' now and then 
swept b\' a sea which manages to de- 
liver a very fair amount of moisture 
below, through ventilators and leaky 
liatches. 

From the general conditions it 
might be stipposed that service on 
board these craft was dreaded and 
avoided in the nav^-. No mistake could 
be greoiter. Dog’s life though the 
life is. it has glories and delights of 
its own. There is less discipline of 
the routine kind, and it ma^- be more 
ctticie-ncy'. Bugles are not always 
«oundt^ to do this and that; smok- 
ing is Jess restricted than in the big 
warships; and there is no need to be 
clean; indeed, cleanliness in a tor- 
pedo boat is almost impossible. In 
a wonl, the life is wliat the blue 
jacket calls a piratical one. The otti- 
cers are joung and keen, with a 
sense of exhilaration at the thought 
that the_v are positively' encouraged 
to run risks — for if they do not run 
risks in peaee they will- eertainly 
never run them in war. .Vnd so, 
vibrating, heeling, pitching, with her 
men clinging for bare life to staix^b- 
ions as the deek'tilts to perpend ic- 
ula-, the gallant little craft with her 
more gallant crew' scuds througJi the 
night and fog and' sleet and foam, 
holding our British seas, and pre- 
pared for any' deviltry.

There is no more inveterate bach- 
elor in all the United Kingdom than 
Lord llowth, the rugged Irish peer 
of 70 odd who is the last of his line. 
.\ud there are few more interesting 
family seats thau JIuwth's castle, 
which has been the home of my lord's 
ancestors for over 800 years. It has 
never received the public attention it 
deserves. The castde, which is about 
12 miles from Dublin, is an impressive 
structure, built high oil the side of a 
bleak hill in the center of Lord Howth’s 
9,000 jicres. The rising ground upon 
w hich it stands is bare looking enough 
iu every sea.son but spring, when it be- 
comes one mass of brilliant blooms, 
whole acres being covered with rho- 
dodendrons and a/aleas. Symmetrical 
hedges of beech wood, w hich, thanks to 
centuries of careful cultivutiou, are 
now over ,'iO feet high, surround the 
castle grounds, while one of the elm 
trees on the estate has over 300 years | 
to its credit, says a London exchange. | 

The barons of Howth won their dis-, 
tiiiguished position in Ireland by .some 
hard fighting. The first of them all. 
Sir .Vrinoricus Tristram, the builder of 
the historical castle, landed at Howth 
in 1117, fought and defeated the native 
.«:oldiery and then threw in his lot 
with the famous champion. Sir .1 oh n de 
Courcy, and helped him to subdue the 
sturdy folk of Ulster, The present 
Lord llowth takes special jiride in 
showing visitors to the castle his fight- 
ing ancestor's sword, which still hangs 
in the stronghold he built himself. 
Lord Howth' lays claim to a tinge of 
royal blood as well, for the fifteenth 
baron married a daughter of the duke 
o' Somerset, who was a relative of King( 
Edward III. His successor was an- 
other fighting man. When in Henry 
VII. ’s time there was a determined re- 
bellion in Ireland, he placed his sword 
at the disposal of the king, and for his 
deeds at the appropriately’ named bat- 
tle of Knoektough w as made lord chan- 
cellor of Ireland. 

Hound the old castle clusters many 
a strange legend of olden times, with 
one of which a curious custom observed 
there is associated. The tale run.«-that 
an Irish chieftainess, on returning 
from a vi.sit paid to Queen Kli/abeth. 
stopped at the Howth castle for food 
and drink, but found all the gates shut 
and barred, it being the dinner hour. 
Angry at being disappointed, ami hap- 
pening to see the baron's little heir tod- 
dling about, she carried him off To her 
own castle in Mayo. Moreover, she re- 
fused to lea.se the child until his father 
had Ixiund not only himself but his 
heir.s never again to close the castle 
gates at dinner time. Centuries have 
passed since the covenant was made, 
but every baron has observed it faith- 
fully. 

The present owner of the castle, al- 
though only the fourth earl, is the 
thirtieth baron of Howth. A man of 
wealth, with a town house in .lermyn 
street, besides his Irish home, many a 
matchmaking mamma has counseled 
that her daughter's cap be set for him, 
but all in vain. In his time he was a de- 
termined liberal and for years repre- 
sented Galway in the house of com- 
mc-n^ but now is out of harnes.is and 
prefers to spend his winters at Borne- 
mouth. a cpiiet seaside resort, to legis- 
lating at Westminster.. 

The I*lnii:ae In the MHItlle Aares. 

It is consoling, now we are hearing 
so much about epidemics and infec- 
tion, to compare the precautions taken 
against smallpox with the more un- 
pleasant ones enforced in the middle 
ages. For, although the great plague 
of 1005 is the one we know most about, 
not a generation passed in the ,300 
years preceding it which was not 
marked by' a pestilence that carried 
off about one-fifth of the population 
of London alone. As long as the poor 
only' were attacked nothing was done; 
then victims were counted among the 
rich, and vigorous measures were 
forthwith taken. All infected houses 
were closed, and any inhabitant forced 
to go out of doors carried a white rod 
to warn people off. From every pump 
in the city' HJ buckets of water were 
drawn, three times a week, and poured 
down the street. Good Queen Bess 
went one better, of course, and .s^t up 
a gallows for the hanging of any cit- 
izen who had concealed a case of 
plague. No doubt, if she still lived, 
she would hang the con.scientious ob- 
jector instead. — London Chrocicle. 



NEEDLEWORK OF THE NUNS. 

The Art of Rmbroidery llna Renrbed 
Perfection In Some of the 
Convents. 

The most beautiful needlework in 
the w’orld comes from the convents. 
The fact is unquestionably due to the 
training the young apprentice re- 
ceives on less than a quarter of a 
y’ard of cloth all the fundamental 
rules of sewing. Industriously she 
plies her needle on this bit of cloth, 
mastering inch by inch all the finer 
arts of the delicate needlework; one 
of the greatest object lessons to 
mothers with growing daughters, 
who are permitted to destroy valu- 
able silks and linen, ruining both 
temper and goods over something 
that is pure Greek to the crude be- 
ginner. How' often materials so 
eagerly and hopefully' purchased be- 
come useless in the hands of the 
person whose brain has no knowl- 
edge whatever of the vastness of the 
Undertaking before her. 

The nuns, with whom wastefulness 
is a deadly' sin, teach every stitch 
nost carefully', nor is this practice 
made tedious and difficult by’ giving 
the student long hems, heavy coarse 
garments and yards of tucking. A 
tiny' jiiece of good.s of moderate 
weight, a thimble fitting perfectly, 
not too heavy, a needle iu size to 
carry 70 or 80 thread, are the im- 
plements of practice. The y’oung 
women who learn the sewing are the 
consecrated women, so called be- 
cause they have consecrated their 
lives and daily' labor to God.

Mr. S. K. l.cnt was a delegate sent 
from the farmers of Allegan County, 
.Michigan, to Western Canada, to re- 
3ort on the prospects for successful 
settlement. His report is as follows:

1 have been 
farmer for 40 years, and consider my- 
elf a fair judge of the yield of grain, 
and I saw wheal that would yield 50 
aushels per acre, and- oats that would 
oeld 100 bushels per acre; not one 
alone but a good many. .V,s for root 
.-rops and garden truck, in no country’ 
have I ever seen their equal for all 
ainds except corn and tomatoc.s; the 
lights being too cool for these to 
ipenwell. As a stock country it has 
JO equal. East of Edmonton, on the 
lead waters- of the Vermillion River, 1 
«aw hay meadows containing from 10 
o 100 acres, the grass standing 4 fret 
iiigh, and would often cut 3 to 4 tons to 
the -acre. Prom Ed nonton I passed 
through some fine locations, namely. 
Wetaskiwin, Lacombe and other 
points. 

From Macleod I went to Regina, 
thence to Prineo .-Mbert. 247 miles 
north of the main line. For the first 
.0 miles is fine farming country’, hut 
he nexj hundred miles js more of a 
lock country. Then at Saskatoon. 
Rosthern and Duck Lake T found some 
very fine farming country, so good 
that T found a party of Americans 
from Minnesiota buying land for them- 
selves- — one party buying 12 secti-ons. 
.nd the other 20 sections of land for 
themselves, which they proposed to 
m prove at once. 

T have traveled over 2.3 different 
Nt-ntes and Territories in our Union, 
ind never in my life time have T ever 
leen such magnificent crops and es?- 
pecially as fine a stock country.

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WEST INDIAN CAMPAIGN. 



A Medal Will Be Bestowed on Every 
One Who Took Part 



Mexico Cicy, Jan. 15. — The arbitra- 
tion plans of settling international dis- 
putes was presented to the Pan-Amer- 
ican conference Wednesday. They 
are The Hague plans and compulsory 
plan. The Peruvian delegates told a 
correspondent Tuesday night that they 
were entirely satisfied. 

It is understood that Mexico has 
asked the Chilian government to re- 
call Walker Martinez. 

The compulsory plan of arbitration, 
in conjunction with the agreement to 
adhere to The Hague convention, pro- 
vides that the contracting nations 
oblige themselves to submit to the 
decision of the arbitrators on all con- 
troversies pending and future that can 
not be arranged diplomatically, pro- 
vided that in the exclusive opinion of 
either of the interested nations those 
controversies do not affect their in- 
dependence or their honor. It is fur- 
ther provided that controversies re- 
lating to diplomatic privileges, boun- 
daries, navigation rights and the va- 
lidity, interpretation and fulfillment 
of treaties are not to be considered as 
affecting honor or independence. 

The Chilian delegation received a 
cablegram from the Venezuelan for- 
eign office announcing that it had ac- 
ceded to Chili’s request in withdrawing 
the Venezuelan delegation from the 
Pan-American conference. This is a 
punishment procured by Chili upon 
the Venezuelan delegation for adher- 
ing to the compulsory arbitration plan, 
which is so distasteful to the Chil- 
ians. However, the diplomatic defeat 
of the Chilians in the matter of arbi- 
tration is complete. I ne Venezuelan 
delegation has as yet received no con- 
firmation of the Chilian advices. 

A motion will be introduced in the 
Pan-American conference to send a 
salutation to the new republic of Cu- 
ba. It is desired that this motion 
should come from the United States 
delegation. The arbitration difficulty 
is being arranged and will receive fin- 
ishing touches Wednesday.

They Gave Up 219 Rifles and On« 
Cannon — More Will Surrender, 

It Is Said, During the 
Next Few Days. 



Manila, Jan. 15. — The full surrender 
of the forces of Col. Marisigan (who, 
with Maj. Cabrera and a renegade 
priest named Castillo, gave themselves 
up unconditionally January 10 to Gen. 
Bell, who was conducting the cam- 
paign against the insurgents in Ba- 
tangas province), occurred Tuesday 
at Taal. The insurgents created a 
surprise by bringing in 60 more rifies 
than the authorities thought Marisi- 
gan could command In the district of 
Toael, which he controlled. The Fili- 
pinos W’ho surrendered included three 
colonels, one major, five captains and 
12 lieutenants. They gave up 219 ri- 
fles and. one cannon. An the insur- 
gents who surrendered did so uncon- 
ditionally. Gen. Bell ordered the men 
to be released. 

Col. Marisigan says he can prevail 
on many more men to surrender dur- 
ing the next few days and also obtain 
possession of a number of additional 
rifles. 

Gen. Bell says the surrender paci- 
fies, for the time being, all the eastern 
part of Batangas. 

Breakdowns of government em- 
ployes have been frequent recently, 
including members of the United 
States commission. 'Hiey are feeling 
tne effects of overwork. A meeting 
of the commission will be held to con- 
sider the matter and a Saturday half 
holiday probably will be inaugurated.

“The v;ar 
might now be regarded as approach- 
ing its conclusion,” were the words 
used by his majesty Wednesday in ad- 
dressing the officers of the guards aft- 
er reviewing a draft of 1.20Q of the 
Grenadiers, Coldstreams and Scots 
guards, who start for South Africa 
Thursday. The king’s speech other- 
wise was not important. 



Chicago, Jan. 15. — Trades unionists 
of Chicago have decided to take uni- 
form action against the building of 
warships and naval machinery in any 
but government shops. Resolutions 
have been adopted . by the leading 
unions of the city requesting Congress- 
man Foss, who is the head or the com- 
mittee on naval affairs, to use his in- 
fluence toward the adoption of a bill 
to that effect by congress.

Washington. Jan. 16. — Secretary 
Long Wednesday called Rr. Adm. Rob- 
ley D. Evans into consultation respect- 
ing the coming visit to the United 
States of Prince Henry, of Germany. 
The rear admiral has not as yet been 
given written orders detailing him to 
act as the representative of the navy 
at the reception, but tnat matter has 
been agreed upon, and Secretary Long 
charged Adm. Evans with the prepara- 
tion of a naval programme for the re- 
ception. In view of the number of dis- 
tinguished officers who are now re- 
ported to be about to accompany the 
prince on his visit it is evident that 
Adm. Evans will require the assistance 
of a number of junior officers. They 
will be detailed as occasion requires. 

So far the state department is not 
officially advised of the approaching 
visit of the prince hence it has done 
nothing toward arranging a pro- 
gramme for his receptioVi and enter- 
tainment. It is assumed at the war de- 
partment, though orders have not yet 
been issued, that Maj. Gen. Brooke, as 
the coramander-in-chief of the depart- 
ment of the east, will represent the 
United States army in the reception. 

Berlin, Jan. 16. — German naval offi- 
cers are eager for assignments to ac- 
company Prince Henry to the United 
States and many young noblemen are 
wringing influence to bear to obtain ap- 
pointments for this duty. 

The list of possible appointments Is 
already several times larger than the 
suite which can be sent with Prince 
Henry. This pressure to secure places 
may cause the prince’s suite to be en- 
larged. The lack of accommodations 
for a number of persons on board the 
Hohenzollern is the real reason why 
Prince Henry does not sail on the im- 
perial yacht. 

Berlin, Jan. 16. — Prince Henry, with 
the consent of Emperor William, will 
give a magnificent banquet at New 
York on the Hohenzollern. to which 
the president and the highest officials 
of the United States will be invited. 
The kaiser has selected some splenaid 
silver treasures of his palace to decor- 
ate the vessel on the occasion.

Berlin, Jan. 16. — The Frankfurter 
Zeltung published a remarkable edito- 
rial Wednesday reviewing American- 
German relations. The paper says 
that these were interruptedly friendly 
until German official circles displayed 
sympathies with Spain at the outbreak 
of the Spanish-American war^ Since 
that time, the Frankfurter Zeitiing 
goes on to say, the German govern- 
ment has reached the conviction, some- 
what slowly perhaps, that the great re- 
public in the west has become a factor 
with which Germany must reckon ev- 
erywhere in Europe, America and Asia. 
The paper regards the immediate pro- 
gress of trade is facilitating harmoni- 
ous co-operation between the two coun- 
tries.

FIFTY-SEV ENTH C ONGRESS. 

Washington. Jan. 10- — Senate. — The 
open session of the senate Thursdiy 
was devoted to routine business. Af- 
ter an executive session the senate at 
1 : 50 adjourned until Monday. 

House — The Hepburn Nicaraguan 
canal bill passed the house !ate Thui-s- 
day afternoon by practically a unani- 
mous vote. Only two members out 
of .310 voted against it. Messrs. 
Fletcher (rep., Minn.) and T.assiter 
(dem., W. Va.>, were the two voting in 
the negative. The opposition to com- 
mitting the government to the Nicara- 
guan route attempted to secure amend- 
ments to lodge with the president the 
discretionary power to purchase and 
complete the F^nama canal, if ft could 
be purchased for 140,000,000. The test 
came on the first vote when the advo- 
cates of an alternative route polled the 
two against 170 votes. 

Washington, Jan. 11. — House — The 
house spent Friday j considering the 
Hopkins bill to create a permanent 
census bureau. Bills introduced: 
Continuing in force all laws prohibit- 
ing the coming of Chinese; providing 
a salary for ex-presidents of the Unit- 
ed States at the rate of $25,000 annu- 
ally. from the date of retirement from 
the presidency. The hill is to apply 
to any ex-president living at the time 
the law is enacted. A bill was passed 
unanimously to give Mrs. McKinley 
the free mailing privileges during th« 
remainder of her life. The house then 
adjourned until .Monday. 

Washington, Jan. 14. — Senate — Mon- 
day Mr. Nelson (Minn.) called up the 
bill providing for the establishment 
of a department of commerce. The 
bill, alter discussion, went over, sub- 
ject to call by Mr. Nelson. The sen- 
ate was in executive sessiem for an 
hour and a half. The Hepburn Nica- 
raguan canal bill was received by the 
senate from the house Monday and 
referred to the committee on inter- 
oceanic canals. • 

House — The house of representa- 
tives spent the day in general discus- 
sion of the pension appropriation bill, 
the first of the annual budgets. The 
debate took a wide range. Mr. Gros- 
venor (O.) and Mr. Hepburn (la.) de- 
nounced d report presented to the last 
G. A. R. encampment criticizing the 
course of themselves and other mem- 
bers of congress on the veteran “pref- 
erence” bill which was defeated at the 
last session. 

Washington, Jan. 15. — Senate — For 
the first time this season the Philip- 
pine question was touched on in the 
senate. The interest taken indicates 
that it will occupy the attention of the 
upper branch of congress for some 
time when the tariff bill is reported^ 
The Philippines were the subject of 
an address by Mr. Hoar (Mass.), who 
spoke on his resolution introduced 
Monday providing for the appoint- 
ment of the senate committee to in- 
vestigate the administration of these 
islands. Senator Proctor introduced 
a bill providing for the repeal of that 
portion of the act of February 2, 190 1 
relating to the army which requires 
that chiefs of staff of corps or depart- 
ments shall be appointed from the offi- 
cers of such staff. 

House — The house continued the de- 
bate on the pension appropriation bill 
Tuesday and devoted much time to 
the proposition advanced by Mr. Rix- 
ey (Va.) Monday, to open the doors of 
soldiers’ homes to ex-confederate vet- 
erans. Two notable speeches were 
made In support of the proposition, 
one by Mr. Gardner (rep., Mich.) and 
the other by Mr. Dearmond (dem.. 
Mo.). Mr. Lamb (Va.) read a number 
of telegrams from prominent ex-con- 
federates of Richmond protestin.. 
against It. 

Washington, Jan. 16. — Senate — The 
bill which Senator Hale introduced au- 
thorizes the creation of a naval re- 
serve of not to exceed 20,000 men and 
600 officers, the men to receive $50 and 
the officers from $100 to $200 annu- 
ally. Another bill authorized the or- 
ganization of a naval reserve from 
honorably discharged sailors, but does 
not fix the number. A spirited discus- 
sion was precipitated in the senate by 
some remarks submitted by Mr. Hale 
(Me.) in respect to these bills. 

House — The house passed the pen- 
sion appropriation bill, which has been 
under discussion for three days, and 
then adjourned until Saturday. The 
resolution prepared by the special com- 
mittee on the McKinley memorial ex- 
ercises. providing for an address by 
Secretary of State John Hay in the 
hall of representatives on February 
27. was adopted. A bill was passed to 
allow the redemption of war revenue 
stamps any time within two years 
after the passage of the act. and also 
a resolution on the same subject to 
authorize the secretary of the treas- 
ury to return upon demand, within one 
year, bank checks and drafts with 
war revenue stamps imprinted there- 
on after the cancellation of such 
stamps.

— At Tuesday’s 
cabinet meeting tne president an- 
nounced that he had selected Hon.

The observatory is oue 
of four to be constructed by the gov- 
ernment for the purpose of defining the 
deviation of the magnetic pole from 
the true north and will be one of the 
greatest Importance to the coast sur- 
vey in marking mariners' courses on 
the charts. At present It is known that 
charts ten or more years old are In 
many cases worthless owing to tbe 
deviation of the magnetic pole. U Is to 
overcome this and corded errors In 
charts that the observatories are to be 
built. One is in operation at Chelten- 
ham, Md., one la to be erected on the 
north Atlantic coast, one in Sitka and 
one in Honolulu. 

The construction of the observatory 
Involves Infinite pains to Insure the in- 
terior free from all effects of heat, cold 
and dampness. The walls, roof and 
floor will be of extraordinary thick- 
ness, packed with sawdust and having 
air spaces between the walls. Inside 
there will be a room containing the 
delicate mechanism necessary for the 
Investigation. This mechanism will con- 
sist of small magnets susi)ended by 
mineral fibers. To each magnet w’ill be 
attached a tiny mirror, on which a ray 
of light wMll be allowed to fall. This 
ray of light will be reflected on a slow- 
ly revolving cylinder covered with sen- 
sitized photographic paper. By' this 
method the lateral deviation as well 
as the dip of the magnetic pole from 
the true north can be noted and allow- 
ances made. Dr. H. W. M. Edmonds 
of the coast survey Is In charge of the 
work.

IRRIGATION RESERVOIRS 



Congress to Be Ask^ed to Make Ap- 
propriations. 

A popular movement In certain parts 
of the west la apt to have considerable 
attention before the next congress. It 
will be In favor of appropriation by 
the national government for the con- 
struction of Irrigation reservoirs and 
attendant works for the reclamation of 
arid lands, says the Washington Star. 
Such work would open up an hnmense 
and rich field for settlement, and the 
land would be far more productive 
than Is other land on the plains. 

So productive will be this Irrigated 
land that the extent of a homestead 
will doubtless be reduced to 40 Instead 
of ICO acres, as many of those familial 
with irrigated land of the kind of the 
millions of acres that could be made 
available in the west declare that one 
acre will be far more productive than 
four acres under ordinary conditiona 
More crops can be raised and with 
practically an assurance against fail- 
ures. This movement for national ap- 
propriations for irrigating work will 
be opposed by men from _some states, 
who will plead for “economy,” and bj 
many farmers of the middle west and 
east w'bo do not care about increasing 
tne competltiou they now have In the 
ralslnz of cereals. 



Crad« Petroleum. 

From crude petroleum are made kero- 
sene, gasoline, naphtha, paraffin and 
vaseline. A still heavier oil, left as a 
residue, is used for axle grease, and the 
carbon is turned into sticks for electric 
lights. The sulphuric acid which la 
used for 'purifying the products of pe- 
troleum is recovered and turned into 
fertilizer for farms where there Is too 
much pbdsphate rock, which is thus 
dissolved.

An ax is subject to rigid tests before 
It Is pronounced perfect. The steel imist 
be of the required temper, the weight 
of all axes of the same size must be 
uniform, all must be ground alike and 
In varions other ways conform to an es- 
tablished standard. The Inspector who 
tests the quality of the steel does so by 
hammering the blade and striking the 
edge to ascertain whether It be too 
brittle or not. An ax that breaks dur- 
ing tlie test Is thrown aside to he made 
over. Before the material of an ax is In 
the proper shape It has been heated five 
times, including the tempering proc*ess, 
and the ax when completed has passed 
through the hands of about 40 work- 
men, each of whom has duue somclhlug 
toward perfecting it. After passing Im 
■pectloo the axes go to the grlndiug de- 
X>artment and from that to the polish- 
ers, who finish them upon emery 
wheels.
